“We will fight,” said Villareal Tués-

Attacked Greene Co. 


Smiling and shrugging his shoulders 
he continued:

“But the mine owners. will pay the 
Mexicans only half as much as the 
Americans get. Not only that. They 

pay the, Americans in American gold 
and the Mexicans in bilimbiques. 

“These biimbiques are company tick- 

ets. which can ‘be exchanged for goods 
only at the company stores. They won't 
give the Mexicans money or negotiable 

+ checks, When they buy goods at the 
company stores they have to pay 60 
'eents for goods that could be bought 
in the open market for 3 cents. 

“We have been making a fight for a

Obligation Not to Take Interest 
in Other Anthracite 
Company. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 5.—It is not 
certain that A. J. Cassatt, president 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad Co., will 
be called as a witness before the Inter- 
state.Commerce Commission, which to- 
day resumed its investigation into al- 
leged discrimination in the distribution 
of coal cars. 

No subpena has been issued for Presi- 
dent Cassatt, and Commissioner Ciem- 
ents indicated that he might not be 
asked to testify. Clements said: 

“We will not ask the highest officials 
of any of the roads to appear til we 
have learned all that is possible\from 
their subordinates, and then if we ink 
we want more light on the subject we 
may send for them. However, we will 
not stop until we know all about this 
matter. As far as I know, there has 
been no communication on the subject 
between the commission and President 
Cassatt.’’ 

E. V. W. Rossiter, vice-president of 
the New York Central & Hudson River 
Railroad, in charge of the financial de- 
partment, was the first witness. The 
examination was conducted by Attorney 
E. B. Whitney of New York. 


Big Coal Stock Owner. 


In answer to questions, Rossiter stated 
that he was a director’ of the Beech 


Creek Coal and Coke Co., representing 
the interests of the railroad company on 
the board. He explained that the rail- 
road originally held 5000 shares in the 
Beech Creek Coal and Coke Co., and 
that the company was’ absorbed by the 
Pennsy!vania Coal and Coke Co. While 
now a part of the latter company, its 
business was conducted under its orig- 
inal title. The railroad, witness said, 
owns 5000 shares of preferred, 5000 of 
common. stock and $500,000 worth of 5 
per cent bonds in the Pennsylvania Coal 
and Coke Co. 

, “How did the railroad acquire its 
stock in the original Beech Creek Coal 
and Coke Co.?” asked Commissioner 
Cockrell. 

“It was given to the railroad in 1901 
wheh the coal company was organized.”’ 
‘The railroad paid no cash for it?’’ 
*‘No; it was given for traffic reasons.” 
Continuing, Rossiter said that a con- 
tract had been signed by the railroad 
and the coal company and the stock was 

given ‘in consideration of the contract. 
This contract was produced by counsel 
for the raflroad company and read by 
Whitney. [t was dated Jan. 17, 1991, and 
by its provisions the coal company 
agreed to mine at least 1,000,000 ton soft 
coal every year and the railroad agreed 
to furnish cars equal to that amount of 
coal annually, exclusive of fuel cars. 


Bituminous Mine, Too. 


The railroad further agreed to interest 
itself in no other coal company except- 


ing the Clearfield Bituminous Coal Cor- 
poration. The railroad &lso agreed to 
purchase 500,000 tons of fuel coal every

“he total capital of the Pennsylvania 
Coal and Coke Co., Rossiter thought, is 
$10,000,000 or $12,000,000. 
Rossiter, in answer to Whitney, said 
the Clearfield corporation was a merger 
of a number of smaller companies 
owned by the New York Central. These 
companies, he said, supplied only fuel 
coal to the railroad. ‘The ‘capital of 
the corporation; he said, was $1,000,000. 
The witness stated that the railroad 
also owned the entire stock of the Gal- 
litzen Coal Co., but- had an agreement} 
with the Webster Coal and Coke Co. and 
the Pennsylvania Coal and Coke Co. by 
which the latter operated the mines. 
Commissioner Clements questioned 
Rossiter concerning the policy of the 
New York Central as to its officials 
holding stock in coal mining companies. 
He said there was no absolute agree- 
ment, but it was tacitly understood to 
be against the policy for officials to 
hold such. stock.

The cow is “in the holdover’’ in the 
|yard back of Adolph Eppenberger’s sa- 
toon, 801 South Second street, held for 
i “rurther investigation” and awaiting an 
owner. 

The cow first attracted attention at 
the Levee and Gratiot street. She was 
running rapidly west on Gratiot shortly 
pefore 6 o'clock and giving evidence that 
she was trying to get in out of the wet. 
The windstorm raging at the time gave 
the cow additional cause to hurry, 80 
when several pedestrians ran out to the 
street with the intention of heading off 
Mrs. Cow they were tossed aside like 
nothing. 

For a while there was. speculation 
among the residents of lower Gratiot 
street who were getting helter skelter 
out of the wanderer’s path as to wheth- 
er the cow was of the Beef Trust variety 
, Some were preparing a descrip- 
tion to forward to Upton Sinclair for 
analysis when Officers Morrissey and 
Mulcahey appeared on the scene,

He said he 
had never e&pected to live to see this. 

Francis said the Democrats 
could point with pride to the past ad- 
ministration of Missouri as among the 
best administrations any State ever 
had,

WIDOW GETS THE REWARD 


Relict of Gamekeeper Who 
Detained Anarchist Re- 


ceives $5000.

MADRID, June 5.—The police are in- 
dustriously searching for the accom- 
plices of Mateo Morral, who tried to 
murder King Alfonso and Queen Vic- 
toria on their. wedding day and com- 
mitted suicide after killing the game- 
keeper who arrested him Saturday ev- 
ening at Torrejon de Ardoz. 

That during the ten days Morral was 
in Madrid he communicated with severa! 
persons as yet unknown, the police are 
convinced. He met these -accomplices 
Outside his lodgings. 

The police *have learned that during 
the drive Morral took before he threw 
the bomb, he stopped his cab several 
times and got out to talk with persons 
he met. So it is natural to infer that 
these accomplices bought the working 
clothes in which Morrai disguised him- 
self in his flight, and that they hid 
him until they thought it safe for him 
to try to steal out of the city. 


Moral fur Race Suicide, 





Morra] had become unpopular with 
most of the Spanish anarchists, it has 


leaked out. During his stay abroad (his 
father having sent him to Germany and 
France to be educated) Morral associ- 
ated with the Extreme Anarchists and 
imbibed the ideas of the mystic and 
woman-hating group called in Germany 
*‘Neo-Malthusians.”” They go further 
than Malthus himself, who regarded 
war, famine, pestilence, disaster and 
even crimes of violence as_ beneficent 
means of keeping down population. The 
“‘Neo-Malthusians’’. might be called 
“race Suicidists.’’ 

After returning to Spain, Morral cor- 
responded with the Extreme Anarcffists 
in Paris and London and they induded 
him to study chemistry and explosives. 

Discovering Morral's affiliations and 
pursuits, his\father turned him out of 
doors. An autopsy was made on Mor- 
ral’s body and some signs of brain dis- 
ease were found. 

The body will be buried today, prob- 
ably, in some obscure place. 


Widow Gets 
The $5000 reward for the assa8sin’'s ar- 
rest will be given to the widow ‘and five 


children of the gamekeeper whom Mor- 
rai killed and a fund will be raised for 
them by popular subscription. 

Grank Duke Viadimir of Russia 
showed great sympathy for the officers 
whom the bomb wounded last Thurs- 
day, visited them and paid them delicate 
astentions. A committee of officers of 
the garrison has presentéd to the Grand 
Duke an address of thanke.

- Kept From Plunge Down 
§0-Foot Bank. 





POLE ACROSS THE TRACK 





Nothing Could Have Averted 
Derailment but for His 
Promptness. 


The ‘‘Alton Liaited’’ was saved from 
crashing into a fallen telegraph pole and 
tumbling down a 50-foot embankment 
near Upper Alton by Earl Baker, 12 
years old, who rushed toward the ap- 
proaching train waving his coat. The 
engineer saw the signal just in time. 
The obstruction on the rails had me- 
naced the lives of more than 100 persons. 

The boy was walking the Chicago & 
Alton tracks at 6 o’clock Monday even- 
ing a mile above Upper Alton. There 
had been a severe windstorm, and a 
telegraph pole, torn from its founda- 
tion, had dropped across the tracks, 
which are on a narrow ridge 650 feet 
above the surrounding land. The point 
is a “‘cutoff,’’ with a heavy grade, down 
which trains often travel 70 miles an 
hour. 

The Limited is due in St. Louis at 7 
p. m., and Earl knew it should arrive 
at the cutoff a few moments after he 


discovered the pole. He tore off his 
jacket, and, leaping over the ties at his 
best speed, he hastened to warn the 
engineer. He had gone only a short 
distance when he*heard the shriek of 
the whistle, and he plunged ahead, 
panting and almost exhausted, but wild- 
ly waving his coat about his head. 

The train was traveling a mile a min- 

ute, but the engineer saw the small 
figure ih the middle of the track, swing- 
ing something, and he threw on the 
brakes. The train was stopped a short 
distance from the pole, and the crew 
and frightened passengers left the 
coaches and surrounded Earl. . 
There were many women and children 
aboard and they gathered. Ear! in their 
arms and nearly smothered him with 
kisses and embraces. The men assist- 
ed the crew to remove the pole and the 
train sped on. 

The conductor recorded Earl’s name 
and the testimony of the witnésses to 
the disaster, which he had averted, and 
this was forwarded to the management 
of the road.

ROOSEVELT INTERESTED 





President Writes to Admiral 
Evans, Commanding North 
Atlantic Fleet. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 
NEW YORK, June 5.—Charged with 
insubordination and resisting arrest by 
an officer and two men sent to his 
quarters to compel him to report to his 
superior officer, Capt. Robert F. Wynne 
of the Marine Corps, assigned to duty 
on the Alabama, was arraigned yester- 
day for trial by courtmartial on board 
the battleship Pennsylvania in the navy 

yard in Brooklyn. 

Capt. Wynne was arrested yesterday 
on the order of Lieutenant-Commander 
Bryan, then in charge of' Alabama, 
which is in dry dock. He is a son of 
Robert K. Wynne, Counsel-General at 
London, who was formerly Postmaster- 
General, and who is a close friend ‘of 
President Roosevelt. Capt. Wynne was 
assigned to duty on a board of inquiry 
and he construed this assignment to 
mean that he was exempt from other 
duty in the service. Following this con- 
struction on his part he failed to report 
last Thursday -when the call to quar- 
ters was sounded aboard the ship. 

Lieutenant-Commander Bryan noted 
the absence of the Captain of Marines 
and sent to his quarters to ascertain 
what was the matter. Capt. Wynne 
sent word back that his assignment on 
the Board of Inquiry relieved him of 
any other duty and he remained in his 
quarters. 

Lieutenant-Commander Bryan di- 
rected an officer and two marines to 
go to Capt. Wynne'’s quarters and 
bring him on deck. Capt. Wynne 
thought that he had construed the 
regulations of the service properly 
and refused to report on deck, despite 
the sending of a guard for him. 


Claim He Drew Pistol. 


Things were getting serious, as 
Capt. Wynne's' refusal was point 
blank and in defiance of the orders of 
the officer in charge of the ship. An- 
other detail was seni to bring him on 
deck, and it is said that Capt. Wynne 
became angry and drew his revolver 
and defiéd the messengers of the-com- 
manding officer. 

The situation was finally relieved by 
one of the subordinate officers, who 
went to Capt. Wynne’s quarters and 
urged him to appear on deck and re- 
port to Lieutenant-Commander Bry- 
an without further trouble. It is said 
that Commander Bryan had deter- 
mined to bring the answer to the call 
if it were necessary to send every 
man abroad the ship for him. 

The appearance of Capt. Wynne on 
deck-.after this resulted in his being 
arrested. Charges were at once lodged 
against him. 

As the son of Gen. Wynne, it was 
not unnatural that President Roose- 
velt should be interested in his case. 
It is said that the President has ad- 
dressed a letter to Admiral Evans, in 
command of the North Atlantic fleet, 
in regard to the situation,

In the Neill-Reynolds report to the President de- 
tailing the disgusting conditions in the Chicago 
meat plants is the following sentence: 

“The various departments are: under the direct 
control of the superintendents, who claim to use 
full authority in dealing with the employes and who 
seem to ignore all considerations except those of 
the #ecount book.” 

This sentence sums ,up the whole trouble with the 
meat-packing business. It points to the prime cause 
of the conditions, rightly designated by the Presi- 
dent as “revolting,” as they affect both the employes 
and the products. The meat packers have been 
money erazy, blind to every motive except insensate 
greed which led them to violate law, crush the men, 
women and children who toiled for them and plun- 
der and poison the public. The account book has 
ruled. 

That greed must be restrained. The people will 
not brook the defeat of the drastic legislation, .just- 
ly demanded by, the President, through machinations 
of the Beef Trust’s lobbyists and tools in Congress.

The hot weather is upon us, and the list of%pure 
milk stations published in Sunday’s Post-Dispatch 
shows that this great charity has begun its efforts to 
diminish the suffering and cut down the death rate 
incident to the summer months. But its success de- 
pends entirely upon the good will of the public. In 
order to meet the probable demands this year, $10,- 
000 should be raised for the Pure Milk and Free Ice 
Fund. This is not a large amount for a rich city like 
St. Louis. And every dollar of it will help to save 
the life of some poor baby or invalid adult. It will 
bring health and life into homes where disease and 
death would otherwise reign.

‘theWaterbury Hospital was so mysteri- 
ous that the authorities lost no time in 
starting an investigation. JVithin an 


“hour her husband, Zachariah Stauffer, 


‘Was under arrest. There is strong sus- 
picion that she died from arsenical poi- 
soning. 

In addition-to the evidence of that 
drug, there was an eruption on the 
hands ahd arms that the hospital phy- 
sicians could not account for. 


The husband insisted that this erup- 
tion must be due to sumac. He said his 
wife had cut some of the bushes at 
their home a few days before, then 
burned them. Immediately afterward, 
he explained, she was seized with nau- 
sen He thought the fumes of the su- 
mac had poisoned her. The eruption ap- 

ared after the woman had been 

rought here. — 

Stauffer denied positively that he had 
ever given his wife any drug except as 

rescribed by a doctor who attended 
her. He said, however, that Mrs. Stauf- 
fer had had a similar attack about 
eight months ago, when she came near 
dying. 

Mrs. Stauffer was the prisoner's sec- 
ond wife, the first being her sister, Ida 
Meyer. whom he married at Mahanoy 
City, Pa., in 1888. Mrs. Stauffer No. 1 
obtained a divorce in May, 1903, on the 
rround of cruel and inhuman treatment.

When Dr. Charles Paine Curd, princi- 
pal of Smith Academy, lay dying, he dis- 
cussed with members of his family the 
details of his funeral, facing death with 
that courage which hadybeen one of the 
qualities to endear him to his pupils. It 
was suggested that the burial be in 
Nashville. 

“T wish you would see the chancellor,” 
said Dr. Curd, “‘and ask him if it would 
not be possible to bury me on the cam- 
pus, where the boys can play afound 
meé."’ 

Chancellor Chaplin of Washington 
University, to which Smith Acatlemy 
is preparatory, cannot gratify the re- 
quest, and the body will be taken Tues- 
day evening to Nashville for burial. The 
funeral takes place Tuesday afternoon 
at Dr. Curd’s home, 5641 Von Versen 
avenue. The death occurred Monday 
and the academy was at once dismissed. 
The students gathered Tuesday and 
were again dismissed for the day, after 
a talk by Prof. Edward F. Jackson, 
whoa has acted as principal during the 
past few months, when illness prevented 
Dr. Curd from attending the school. 

Dr. Curd was one of the most widely 
known teachers of boys and young men 
His pupils include promi- 
nent authors, actors, professional and 
business men, and many. of the most 
successful residents of St. Louis fe- 
ceived their preparatory education from 
him. 

Pupils of Dr. Curd learned to love 
him. They showed their affection dur- 
ing his iliness by making up a fund 
with which flowers were purchased and 
sent to the sick room daily.

Next to Dr. Curd’s unfailing spirit of 
boyhood, which gave him a rare insight 
into the boy’s mind—perhaps because 
of it—he endeared himself to the stu- 
dents by the sincere interest he mani- 
fested in the athletic side of schoo! life.

Dr. Curd was a j\severe disciplinarian, 
but he had a way of inflicting punish- 
ment so that the youths gained respect 
for him without harboring animosity. 

When Dr. Curd was. principal you 
couldn’t cheat at Smith. Every pupil 
knew. that. ‘Yet, Dr. Curd was often 
accuseq by members of the faculty of 
being fond of Dathoys. ‘“‘I believe you'd 
rather teach the scamp than another 
in« deportment,\ said an _  in- 
structor at the academy once, when a 
peculiarly aggravating Gase was being 
considered. 


“Good in the Worst of ’Em.” 


Dr. Curd’s rebuke was gentle. ‘‘No,”’ 
he said, “but I can’t forget that 
there’s a lot of good in the worst: of 
em.”’ ‘ 

The most popular of the Smith songs, 
“The Red and White,’’ was composed 
by Dr. Curd, ‘“‘Then line up, boys of 
gz00d old Smith,”’’ the chorus begins, and 
thousands of pupils have sung the 
words triumphantly after a victory. Dr. 
Curd was not highly educated musical- 
ly, but he was intense fond of music, 
‘and composed the bulk of the college 
songs. He was author of the college 
motto—‘‘Non Nobis Solum, sed Patriae 
et Amicis,’’ not for ourselves alone, but 
for our country and our friends. 

Dr. Curd was born in Louisville, Ky., 
Sept. 20, 1851, and received his early edu- 
cation in the public schools ang Mont- 
gomery Bell Academy there, and was 
gyaduated in 1875 from Vanderbilt Uni- 
versity, NashviHe, Tenn. He taught in 
the Nashville High School and in the 
Elliott School in Nashville before he 
came to St. Louis in 1879. Practically,

WHY $500,000 SHOULD BE 
VOTED FOR KING’S HIGHWAY? 


The improvement of King’s highway will be made at the expense of 
the property abutting on the street and in the district benefited in like 
manner as other streets are improved. The city pays for its share of the 
improvement of this boulevard .in front of its own property, such as For- 
est and Tower Grove Parks, and in some instances for widening the 
street where the damages are in excess of the benefits; otherwise the 
expense is borne by the property-holders. 

LAND VALUES RAPIDLY INCREASING, 

Land valués are rapidly increasing in that section, and if the improve- 
ments are not made soon, the cost will be too great. Grand avenue 30 
years ago could have been made a wide and beautiful drive for $15,000.

The entire 
length of the proposed highway is about thirteen miles. It extends from 
the Chain of Rocks on the north to Carondelet Park and the bluffs on 
the river on the south. It connects the parks of the city and makes them 
easy of access. If St. Louis is to keep pace with other American cities, 
her competitors, and is to attain that rank among urban centers for 
which she is destined, she must put her house in order and make her- 
self attractive to the 300,000 people who are expected to make their homes 
~here in the next 10 years. 


. WILL BE REPAID IN TWO YEARS. 

1, Labor will be benefited. This improvement alone will increase the 
expenditures for labor thousands of dollars. Seventy per cent of the 
cost of street improvements goes to labor. 

_ 2 The city at large will be benefited. The improvement of King’s 
“highwdy is a valuable investment from a business standpoint. Festus J. 
Wade, one of the best real estate experts in the city, has given his opinion 
that the taxable values of property affected by the improvement of King’s 
highway will be increased $15,000,000... Eliminating the taxes collected for 
State purposes, the city gets approximately $2 per hundred for all local 
purposes, including schools. On an increased valuation of $15,000,000 the 
revenues that will come to the city for.local purposes will amount to $300,- 
000 annually, or 60 per cent upon the proposed expenditure of $500,000. 


LABOR WILL REAP MUCH BENEFIT. 


In less than two years the city will thus be repaid. What better in- 
vestment could possibly be made from a business standpoint? The adop- 
tion of proposition No. 7 should be unanimous. To vote down this proposi- 
tion is not only unwise in a business way, but it puts a stumbling block in 
the way of St. Louis progress. Nothing pays more from a commercial 
standpoint than beautifying a city, and if St. Louis is to be the metropolis 
of the Southwest it should be thronged with visitors every day in the year 
instead of only one week during our fall festivities.

‘Manager of Highlanders Only 


Resorts to Bunt When Has 
a Chance to Beat It. 


The frequency with which good 
straight hitters ruin their opportunities 
at bat by trying to carry out instruc- 


tions to. sacrifice is being noted by base- 
ball writers over the big league cir- 
cuits. In St. Louis many of the critics 
disagree with Manager McAleer's liking 
for the sacrifice hit, especially when 
second base is oc cupied by a runner 

The champion Giants look with disfa- 
vor on the sacrifice hit as a baseball 
habit, and claim that American League 
managers resort to it too often. -Clark 
Griffith is one manager in the Amer- 
ican League, however, who has prac- 
tically cut out the sacrifice. He has a 
team of good hitters and base runners 
and he has been winning most of his 
games by straight hitting. He believes 
in the sacrifice at times, but every time 
a@ runner gets on first with none out 
he does not make it a rule to have the 
next batter “lay it down.'’ That play 
is the exception rather than the rule 
with him. 

There is a difference of opinion among 
managers as to the best way to ad- 
vance a@ man from second base. Mc- 
Graw favors straight hitting to score 
him. McAleer likes the sacrifice, and 
so does Griffith, provided the batter 
is a good bunter. He does not believe 
in the deliberate sacrifice, but if a good 
bunter and sprinter like Keeler is up, 
a bunt is generally forthcoming. 
Chances are that if the bunt is fielded 
at all neither runner will be caught, 
and oftentimes a hurryup throw will 
let the first base runner cross the 
plate. 

A practical illustration of Griffith's 
method of advancing the runner oc- 
curred in the seventh inning of Mon- 
day's game and it helped to win for 
New -York. Williams opened with a 
double. Conroy, a good allround hit- 
ter, dropped the ball down toward first. 
Jones was on on the plate like a flash. 
He fielded the ball as quickly and as 
perfectiy as any first \ wwe A could 
have done, but he didn’t have a chance 
to catch Williams at third, although he 
made the try. He could not have nipped 
Conroy, as the time lost making the 
turn to throw might have lost the play 
for him. The run was eventually 
scored. If a slugger like Laporte had 
been up he might have been instructed 
to hit it out. 

wi ee have the right men working 
the play, I think it is good baseball! to 
bunt with a man On second and none 
out,’’ says Griffith. “It is very seldom 
that the play is made at third and then 
a long fly will score the runner. I do 
not like the straight sacrifices where 
the batter pushes the ball toward some 
infielder with the deliberate purpose of 
drawing the throw away from the man

seball to deliberately put yourself 
out, and unless a man is a good bunter 
and a fast runner, I. préfer the hit-and- 
run play. That is what has won a good 
many games for us of late.’

He has 
the knack of quick starting dOwn as 
fine as Arthur Duffy. Some runners 
are showier in action than Keeler, but 
the man who can beat him to first base 
has not yet been discovered. 

In making the play on Keeler, Wallace 
diq not lose the smallest fraction of a 
second. He tOok the ball on the run 
over second base and, without going 
through any preliminary motion, shot 
it to first base. The throw was perfect 
and just beat Keeler to first by an eye- 
lasn. There is hardly another player in 
either league that could accomplish the 
trick, for the simple reason that no man 
in the American League equals Wallace 
in throwing power. The Scot has an 
arm of steel. He shoots the ball away 
from him like a gunner at a mark, and, 
although there is wonderful speed be- 
the throw, the ball drops to the 
mark with the lightness of a feather.

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20 YEARS FOR MURDER. 


Fredericks Convicted of Killing 
Paul Chaski. 


If the verdict returned by the jury in 
the case of E. H. Fredericks, in the 
Belleville Circuit Court, had not been 


modified, Fredericks would have had to 
serve 20 years and also his natural life, 
for the murder of Paul Chaski. 

The verdict, as returned Monday night 
after the jury had been out three hours, 
was as follows: ‘‘We, the jury, find the 
defendant, Edward Fredericks, guilty of 
murder in the form and manner charged 
in the indictment, find his age to be 3 
years and sentence him to the Peniten- 
tiary for 20 years, for the term of his 
natural life.’’ 

After the Judge had satisfied him- 
self by questioning each of the jurors 








they intended io give Fredericks, the 
verdict was edited into shape by the 
Judge and accepted. 

Fredericks is a son of Mrs. Anna 
Kahn, who died in Joliet Penitentiary, 
where she was serving a life sentence 
for helping George Bentrat kill her 
husband, Frederick Kahn, for which 
crime Central was hanged. 

Fredericks went,out and procured a 
piece of gas pipe. Going to the flap 
of the tent, he was alleged to have 
hurled it at Chaski. The end of it 
struck him in the temple. His skull 
was fractured. He died three dayr 
later at St. Mary’s Hospital in East St. 
Louis. Fredericks got away, but was 
acrenned a month later at East Caron- 
ele
